Eprrors Pactrico—From the noise and rush 
of the busy metropolis of this half the world, I 
cheerfully retire to fulfil my promise of corres- 
pondence. My book, “Mormonism, its Lea- 
ders and Designs,” is out, published to-day — 
It is the result of two months unremitting la- 
bor on my part, and mach expense and exer- 
tion on that of the publishers, Fetridge & Co. 
They have done their best to make it a hand- 
some and presentable volume, and as far as I 
could, I bave endeavored to make it a useful 
one. Having done our parts, the rest remains 
with the public. I caonot but feel gratified 


at the interest it seems to have generally awak- 
ened, and consequently at its prospects of be- 
ing read. ‘To condense into ove duodecimo aij 
the vast mass of material presented in the sub. 
ect was impossible; to select the most inter- 
esting and important items has been my object. 
Necessarily brief, I hope it may still be found 
pertinent. Although but an esquisse, I think it 
contains enough to show that this system is

ble interest has been aroused in New York by 


the late Boston Convention of Spiritualists; of 


course from such a Convention no immediately 
beneficial results can be perceived. The Spir- 
itualists assert that fairness was not shown; 
the Professors insist that the whole affair was 
a complete failure. One thing, however, is ev- 
ident from the whole: that the spirits are so 


limited in their power that their assistance igs 
useless; 80 contradictory in their statements,

opinions be brought. certainty is no- 
where: the utmost conviction we can obtain is 
hut relazeve; for blinded by our prejudices, ar- 
rested by the limitations of our powers, ob- 
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structed on every hand, man is forced to admit 
that Gop is the only source of truth—that 
which leads nearest to Him is nearest truth; 
that which estranges most is most erroneous : 
that humility is the link of connection, self- 
dependence the hammer that breaks it. Weak 
and wandering children to the spread arms, 
warm heart and infinite wisdom of oar Father 
we must come at last; heart sick and saddened 
at our puny and futile efforts to gree at knowl- 
edge, we must come to learn faith: bruised from 
many a fall while relying upon the gleams that 
loom dimly in upon our imaginations, we must 
come for the “Balm of Gilead” and seek to 
lean on an “arm that faileth not and that is 
still stretched out.” 

Of course the late disgraceful riots in New 
York havg been widely commented on in Cal- 
ifornia journals. I have heard many thinking 
men remark,“ Were New York as small as San 
Francisco there would have been a Vigilance 
Committee over and over .”” Itis amusing 
of this city, the extaor- 
dinary convolutions of this fourth estate, which 
when united is mightier than all the others, 
reaching from the Emperor on his throne to 
the peasant in his hovel; the ermine of the Mon- 
arch and the beggar's rags being alike no pro- 
tection to the wearer. 

Col. Cummings, the newly appointed Gov- 
ernor of Utah will leave for his field of opera- 
tions this month.

Everything is expected from 
him, and I will the prediction that of 
that big everything, he will beable to accom 
plish barely nothing, and that not u year will 
elapse before he will find himself a heart sick 

disappointed man. He is a large, easy,

will be very courteously received. The soldiers 
will be sent to Rush Valley, thirty-five miles 
West of Salt Lake City; eat, drink, sleep, stand 
guard, perform camp daty, fight or frighten re- 
tory Indians; their Commissioners send 
onee a week to the city for provisions, spend 
money and thus materially benefit the people. 
Polygamy is not a legal crime in Utah, hence 
cannot be legally punished there. Their en- 
dowment ceremonies with obligations, &c., is 
a part of their religion; there is no daw against 
them. Their ecclesiastical supremacy is the 
will of the sovereign people, and in such mat- 
ters, vor populi, vor dei. Their oppression, 
extortion, corruption, is sanctioned by their 
laws. Their enslaving the blacks and purcha- 
sing Indian prisoners is ali permitted by their 
laws. Their Chuorch organization is by legis 
lattve enactments lidated into a company 
sueable atlaw. Privileges and immoralities to 
Mormons, and unlimited power in the hands of 
Mormon courts is all legal there. 'T’o counter- 
act all this what a government done? ae 
& new governor, judges and troops. But 
must execute the Jaws of Utah, for thrre ae 
no others; “Congress cannot legislate for the 
Territories,” is the decision of the court, and 
therefore cannot legislate for Utah against po- 
lygamy. In the execution of the laws of Utah 
they will protect all these men, and all these 
things. Polygamy, the bloated and glaring 
evil is legal—Governor Cummings must pro- 
tect polygamy, for he must execute the /aw; 
he must support these vicious courts, because 
they are /egal; he must secure their immunities 
to the members of the church because legal’ 
Before remedial services can be executed reme 
dial measures must be enacted. Before polyg- 
amy can be punished as a crime, it must be 
made a crime. Con think they cannot, 
hence the inevitable result is it must be let 
alone; left a bitter and burning satire on bu- 
mao purity and progress, a black stain on 
American republicanism; a disgusting, but pal- 
pable proof of haman depravity. To send sol- 
diers will make the matter worse. Many Mor- 
mon women will en and the punish- 
ment by lawof adultery is death—Governor 
Cummings must execute the Jaw! Permit me 
to refer you to the chapter on “The Suppres- 
sion of Mormonism” in my work, for the elabo- 
ration of those thoughts, and the remedy.

The Causes of American Growth. 

Tbe causes of American growth which strike 
the eye are chiefly three. 

1. The moral dignity and purity of the 
christian family. It is the complaint of the 
philosophic candid De Tocqueville, that 
wherever Frenchmen have fo settlements 
in the neighborhood of barbarous native tribes, 
oe have uniformly intérmarried with them, 
and instead of making Frenchmen of these na- 
tives, they have themselves become savages. 
The same language may be applied, with equal 
force and justice, to the colonial settlements 
whi. h have emanated from all Catholic Eu- 
rope. De Tocqueville could discern this fact 
and its gsorrowlal ces; but he does 
not appear to discern its cause. That cause 
is found in the Roman Catholic doctrine of the 
superior sanctity of a state of celibacy. Ac- 
cording to that doctrine, the family is not in- 
deed exactly a state of sin; but it is a degra- 
dation. No father, no mother can compare in 
dignity with the unmarried priest and nun. 
There can be no holiness in the family altar. 
If one wishes to worship at a holy altar, he 
must go where unmarried priests officiate in 
a religion the fa aces it on 
the very borders of a vielote Tile, shorn of all 
its moral dignity and glory? No wonder, 
that one whose Views of domestic life are thus 
vitiated and degraded should choose for a w:fe 
a heathen or asavage. Andaccordingly, wher- 
ever men of this faith haye formed colonies in 
the wilderness, this result has followed ; and it 
will follow in the future. ‘Society is thus rot- 
ten at its heart, and what can it do but lan- 
gush and die, a3 it does in all the colonial set- 
tlements of Catholic Europe? This is the 
sickness of which it languishes. 

How different the inflaence of our fathers’ 
faith! With them the y is the holiest 
thing on earth. They knew nothing of an 
altar holier than the family altar. They knew 
no priest of greater sanctity than the father, 

riest of his own house. ! how improba- 

le that a man Of such a faith would choose, 
to preside around his fire-side, a heathen and a 
savage! No! he will choose a cultivated be- 
ing, & Christ-like spirit, a blessed heir of heaven. 
Ab! thanks to God, the family constituted ac- 
cording to that faith, isa germ of christian 
civilization, which never can die. Place such 
@ family in any remote wild of the earth, and 
it has life in itself ; it will send out the rots, 
and the branches, and the seeds of a christian 
civilization, which will cover the hills, and 
make glad the valleys alt dit. And here 
is found one of the prin sources of the 
vital power of the Anglo-American emigrant. 
Wherever such & family is planted in the Am- 
erican wilderness, there is the Church of Christ, 
there is freedom, there is christian civilization. 

2. Another add most potent cause of the 
wonderful characteristics of American emi- 
gration, is the fact that with us the laborer is 
an educated, civilized man, It is with usal- 
most alone, that the thinking, independent, self- 
poised, and self-responsible mind, is united in 
the same pene with the brawny arm and hard 
hand of the laborer. Yet this is a condition 
without the fulfilment of which the phenomena 
of our emigration are quite impossible. The 
wealthy, the high-born, the ruling classes will 
not emigrate to the wilderness. They enjo 
far greater advantages at home, than the wil- 
derness, however fertile in resources, can afford 
them. Ifthe unpeopled waste is to be reclaim 
ed and made the home of man, it must be by 
those, whose lot is comparatively a hard one, 
by the laboring Classes. But if the laboring 

asses are ucated barbarians, as bas been 
the fact in most Other countries, they will be 
destitute of that skill, that knowledge, that 
self-reliance, without which men will seldom 
undertake the task of seeking a new home in 
the wilds. The of a migra- 
tion to Kansas, Or Minneseta, or Oregon im- 
plies knowledge, resources, self-reliance ina 
very high degree. And then, again, if an uo- 
cultivated, uneducated, laboring lation 
does emigrate, it will not carry civilization 
with it. It hasit not to carry. Its colonies 
will languish for ages in ignorance and bar- 


It is precisely for this reason, that the civili- 
zation of Greece and Rome did not cover Eu- 
rope and Asia, and fill them with light, and 
leave no barbarians to destroy them, and thus 
render the dark ages impossible, The laborer, 
the only man who would emigrate to the wil- 
derness, was too ignorant te know that there 
was any wilderdess, and too barbarous to 
transplant civilization. This is the only rea- 
son why Egypt did not explore and subdue 
the banks of the Nile, as rapidly as we do 
those of the Mississippi and its branches. 
Talk not of malaria—there is malaria enough 
in the dark, ere primeval forests that over- 
hang the Mississippi, the Missouri, and the II- 
linois ; but itis 80 barrier to the progress of 
the civilized laborer, seeking # magnificent 
home for himself and his posterity. 

The same consideration farnishes the only 
explanation of the fact that, thaagh Enrope 
is at this day swarming with emigrants from 
almost every nation, none of those natiobalities, 
except the English, are at all reproducing them- 
selves by their colonies, Their emigrants are 
all mingled, absorbed, aud lost in the English 
speaking deluge, Which is encircling the globe. 

¢ reason is, that, for the most part, their la- 
borers are uncultivated men, quite incapable 
of carrying civilization and freedom into the 
wilderness, ‘They are therefore glad to avail 
themselves of those foundations, which our 
emigrants lay, They are absorbed into our 
new settlements, and rapidiy lose their lav- 
guage and nationality. 

Itis then perfectly obvious, that we owe 
our power of multiplying civilized communi- 
ties In every unpeopled spot to the fact, that 
our laboring classes are educated, thinking 
selfreliant men—as De Tvequeville says of 


them : “ the product ot eighteen centuries.’, 


Whence, then, this characteristic of our peo- 
le? Clearly, from the religion of our fathers. 
That religion is the only moral force, which 
ever has educated men in masses : 8 men, indi- 
vidually responsible to God, and having indi- 
vidual, inalienable rights. Take your stand in 
that religious faith, and knowledge—knowledge 
of God through bis word and his works, know!- 
edge of rights, and knowledge of duties to God 
and man—becomes the first want of every hu- 
man soul. No child will grow up io igno- 
rance in any family which heartily adopts that 
faith. A community which is pervaded by it, 
will effectively provide for the education of 
every child within its limits. Education, 
ture, beceme as »p and as universal, as 
air, water, or sunlight. This faith it is, which 
has edacated the American laborer, and given 
him his power to make the wilderness to rejoice 
and blossom us the rose. And he will never 
lose his power, till he joses his religion, and, 
| therefore, the educating force which it exerts. 
3. The only remaining cause which I sball 
mention of the characteristic results of Amer. 
ican emigration is, the peculiar public spirit, 
or, if I may so call it, the social constractive- 
ness, which characterizes the American emi- 
t. This results directly from what has 
a said, and therefore need not detain us 
long. It would be difficult adequately to de- 
scribe the rude and unsightly figure, often pre- 
sented by a company of American emigrants 
on their way to their new home in the wilds. 
It has often excited the derision of the gay, the 
pleasure-ioving, and the proud. But any one 
who well knows that group, aud has a heart to 
appreciate it, ‘will look on with veneration. 
eas is said to have carried the Trojan 
housebold gods to Italy. Those unsightly wag- 
ons are bearing a nobler and more enduring 
treasure, more worthy to be celehrated in the 


immortal epic, than the T Penates. They 
carry no material image, n@ external emblem, 
but in their very minds hearts they bear 


along, through forest and prairte, all the insti- 
tations of a om christian civilization. The 
school-house, the college, the chur¢b, the teach- 
mg ministry, are all traveli 
wagocs to thir new home-i 
At Harvard and Yale/college halls stood be- 
neath the shade of the\primeval forest ; and to 
this day it is the pecali of the American 
emigrant, that he mingles\in one concert, the 
tolling of the college bell, howling of the 
wolf, and the crack of the hubtsman’s rifle. 


Nor is it needful to spend time to prove, 
that this peculiarity is the result of the same 
‘reli system, or that all other colonizations 
in the New World have utterly failed, for the 
want of this very social constractiveness. 
Among the colonies of France, of Spain. of 
of Portogal, you look for it in vain; and for 
the want of it, weakness and premature old 
age and decay, mark all their settlements. 


I think now, that any candid man will ad- 
mit, that the liar wonderful success of 
American colonization, is to be ascribed, al- 
most wholly, to these three causes—the purity 
aod moral digvity of the family, the education 
and culture of the great mass of our industri- 
ous population, and the publie spirit, the social 
constructiveness, which distinguishes us from 
all other peoples; and that these three causes 
run up into one—the religious system of our 
Puritan fathers. Then mustsuch a man grant 
all which I claim, on this occasion, that, so far 
as that religlous system 30 will 
Amerwan people retain their power 0 - 
ing themselves over the earth. So far af this 
system prevails, it will tause that “every one 
that is feeble among the people shall be as Da- 
vid, and the house of David as God, as the 
angel of the Lord before them.”—Sturtevant’s 
Home Missionary Sermon. _ .

Sentences -must be passed in accordance 
with public opinion, and it is often impracti- 
cable to resort to such as would be very hu 
mane and sanctioned by law, because the prio- 

erally recognized, its partial operation 
would engender the feeling that offences were 
upished not according to their magnitude, 
ut to the distinction with which they were 
committed. Every year the public are becom- 
ing more and more sensitive on this subject, 
we punishments are becoming lighter and 
ighter.

The four varieties experimented 
be i. were the Long Red, the Yellow, 
Yellow Giobe, and the Tankard Tarnip, 
which is a variety ‘between the Long and the 
Globe. were wn on the ridge, in 
rows twenty-four inches apart, which, by the 
way, this gentleman thioks a sufficient distance 
between the rows, a greater one leading to a 
proportionate loss according to its excess 
above that interval. The rows were 378 feet 
long, and, taking the four rows together, he 
found that the yield, leaving out the odd 
ire was, of Long Reds, 10 ewt. ; of sons 
llows, 11 cwt.; " the Yellow Globe, 1 
cwt.; and of the Tankard variety, 13 cwt. 
He found by calculation, that on an acre, the 
difference between the Tankard and the Long 
Red would amount to eight tons and 12 cwt.

Limitations. 

Whatever it may be, reason or feeling, 
that commands us to give up the one thing 
for the other, to choose the one for the 
other, decision and perseverance are, in 
my opinion, the noblest qualities of man. 
You cannot have the ware and the money 
both at once ; and he who always hankers 
for the ware without having heart to give 
the money for it, is no better off than he 
who repents him of the purchase when the 
ware is in his hands. But I am far from 
blaming men on this account ; it is not 
they that are to blame ; it is the difficult, 
entangled situation they are in; they 
know not how to guide themselves in its 
perplexities. Thus, for instance, you will 
find fewer bad economists in the country 
than in towns, and fewer again in small 
towns than in great; and why? Man is 
intended for a limited condition ; objects 
that are simple, near, determinate, he com- 
prehends, and he becomes accustomed to 
employ such means as are at hand ; but 
on entering a wider field, he now knows 
neither what he would nor what he should; 
and it amounts to quite the same whether 
his attention is attracted by the multitude 
of objects, or is overpowered by their mag- 
nitude and dignity. It is always a mis- 
fortune for him when he is induced to 
struggle after anything with which he can- 
not connect himself by some regular exer- 
tion of his powers.
